Klondike Fire: (SA Blue. 1C Dcurtt). A Red Flag Warning was still in effect lor southwest Oregon until 11 a.m. today. "line fire is at 109,159 acres (+2.841) and 42 
percent contained. Yesterday, fire spread was checked by a heavy air show with fixed wing and helicopters. Tankers made more than 30 drops for 149,000 gallons 
of retardant. The fire spotted across Indigo Creek today. In the Horse Sign Butte area, whore most of the retardant was dropped, the team is prepping for a 
burnout. A few Level 9 evacuations remain in place with Level 2 evacuation orders for the community of Agness. Five public information officers arc staying in 
Agness to keep the community informed and to reduce risk of driving back and forth to Gold Beach. Locals have requested a fulltime presence at Cougar Creek 
Lodge and an expanded trapline for information. PIOs have been emphasizing work done with gel plant. Three public meetings are tentatively planned for this 
week, including Wednesday in Gold Beach. Thursday in Brookings, and Friday in Agness. A closure remains lor Bear Camp road. More information is at: ht 
I ndwfbJTj c j.no yAntridwTt /5996/ . 
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Terwiffigar Ffrc. NR Team, 1C Connell is managing the ft,448-acre TcrwiNiger Fire with 23-percent containment. Due to a widespread power outage, the ICP had 
no internet accoss to obtain the infrared data from last nigh1&#62t7;s flight. The fire is located on the Willamette National Forest near the Tcrwiiliger (Cougar) Hot 
Springs and burning on both sides of Cougar Reservoir team. Fire crews made progress burning along the 1986 road and down hardline to tie into the reservoir. 
On the soulh end of the fire, crews were burning along the 205 road and were succcsslul locking the fire in on the far south tip. Five crews are liming out within the 
next few days, creating concern for the ability to refill resource orders to complete burnout operations. A crew rig parked on a ground hornct&#621i7:s nest, 
resulting in several crewmembers getting stung. One crewmember was stung five times, resulting in a transport to the hospital for a reaction. A forest closure 
remains in effect.

Natchez Fire. NW Team 13 {1C Gales) The Natchez Fire grew another 703 acres yesterday to the west and is now 28,6ftft acres and 70 percent contained. The 
fire area continues to have a Haines Index, of 5 and strong cast winds. The fire grew active in the Goat Rocks area today. Retardant was used on the west flank, 
but were unable to conduct firing operations due to adverse winds yesterday. The fire was very active today, and climbed over Boar Butte ihrough the Cyclone 
Gap, which could allow the fire to get established again in the Illinois Valley. The team that is timing out has noted that shrubs that were not available to burn when 
they arrived arc now receptive to fire. Evacuation levels remain the same, with 144 residents in a Level 1. NWTcam 7, 1C Kncrr. will assume command at ft a.m. 
Tuesday. The Klamath National Forest is extend-ng the west side of the closure area to the Six Rivers NF. More information can be found at os-J/
